ing threatened to kill various persons, one of 
whom had to bo protected from Slavin by a 
special police detail. . SL-vvin kept a aouso of 
tU-roputo at Newport, which was tho scone of 
frequent disorderly outbreaks. Testimony 
was introduced to show that Slavin beat his 
wife terribly before she was sect to tho insano 
asylum. 
It was shown that tho young 


prisoner had been arrested once boforo in 
Newport for poisoning hls~ sister, but had 
been released. Ho put poison in tho coffee, 
expecting that tho woman who had taken tho 
place of his mother would drink it, butKo his 
horror ho" saw his sister drink first. Ho Im- 
mediately wont for a physician, his prompt- 
ness saving her lifo.
